Four Wednesday evening arts festivals will be held at the Cleveland Museum 
of Art from July 9 through July 30. The summer festivals^ inaugurated last 
year by the Museum's Department of Art History and Education, offer dinner and 
a varied program of free music, films, exhibitions, art lectures, and workshops. 

The Wednesday evening programs begin at 5:45 p.m. with recitals by faculty 
members of the Cleveland Music School Settlement. Scheduled for July 9 is a 
program of chamber music, featuring Helen Richards, violin; Patricia Frank, 
clarinet; and Martha Wade, piano. Voice recitals will be given on July 16 by 
Stephen Szaraz and on July 23 by Sally Taubenheim. The July 30 program will 
offer performances by pianist Mari Akagi and trombonist William Fay. The 
concerts will be held in the Recital Hall on the Museum's lower level. 

At 6:30 p.m. box dinners will be served in the Museum's outdoor sculpture 
garden -- or indoor dining room in case of rain. Reservations for dinner, $3.00 
for adults and $1.75 for children, can be made by calling the Department of Art 
History and Education (421-7340, Ext. 419) by noon of the Monday preceding any 
Wednesday festival program. 

At 7:30 p.m., classic films featuring the great Hollywood stars of the 
30' s and 40' s will be screened in Gartner Auditoriimi.

Wednesday evening Museum visitors may also view three loan exhibitions 
opening at the Museum on July 9 and continuing through August 31. On display 
in the upper special exhibition gallery will be Landscapes, Exterior and Interior , 
an exhibition of paintings by 20th-century artists Milton Avery, Mark Rothko, 
and Jon Schueler. 

Installed in the lower special exhibition gallery will be the Museum's 
major summer exhibition, Japonisme: Japanese Influence on French Art 1854-1910 . 
This exhibition examines the impact of Japanese art and culture on the arts 
of France during the last half of the 19th century, and includes more than 
300 works, largely decorative art objects and prints, drawn from private and 
public collections in Europe and America. American adaptations of Japanese 
motifs can be seen in prints, paintings, and decorative objects on display in 
the educational exhibit area. 

‘’Modern Drawings,” works on paper by 20th-century American and European 
artists, will continue on view during July in the print galleries. 

Lectures relating to the Japonisme exhibition have been scheduled as 
part of two Wednesday evening festival programs.

Museum director Dr. Sherman Lee will talk about the tradition of Japanese 
prints. On July 23^ at 7:30 p.m.^ Dr. Gabriel Weisberg^ Curator of Art 
History and Education^ will lecture on Japan and Japonisme . 

New to this year*s festival program are studio art workshops for 
young people and adults. The workshops^ which meet from 7:15 to 8:45 p.m.^ 
explore a different area or medium in art each Wednesday evening. On 
July 9^ the subject will be paper sculpture; on July 16^ watercolor; July 23^ 
environmental art; and July 30^ line and movement. There are no fees for the 
classes and all materials are provided by the Museum. Advance registration^ 
accepted up until the day of the class^ is required for each session. Since 
enrollment for each class is limited to 35^ early registration is advised.
